Gatto lists several advantages 
for replacing the January Inter- 
term with ^ spring session. By 
extending the length of the ses- 
sion to five weeks, he says, stu- 
dents will be able to pick up six 
credit hours, rather than three. 
“This means that it is possible, 
under this proposal, for a* student 
to earn his bachelor’s degree in 
three years.” 

There is also a financial advan- 
tage for the students with this 
proposal. A student will finish his 
school year in April and will have 
an advantage for job seeking over 
many other students who finish 
in May. '^Of cou r se ,” Gatto co n— 
tinues, “the student will lose his 
January employment; however, 
there are usually more employ- 
ment opportunities in the sum- 
mer.” A student, then, would not 
have to face a six-week vacation 
with no employment. - 


The third advantage, according 
to Gatt*Sf|Hs that graduation will 
be held at the end of the spring 
session. “This will enable seniors 
short a few hours the opportunity 
to make them up in the spring 
session and still graduate with 
their class.” 

Gatto also lists two problems 
with this proposal. “With the 
school year ending in April, our 
spring sports program will defi- 
nitely be affected,” he says. Fur- 
ther, there would be a problem 
with the accounting internship, 
which is normally begun in the 
middle of the first semester. Ac- 
cording to Steve Freeze, SA rep- 
resentative to the Academic Cabi- 
net, “the majority of students 
seem to be in favor of this pro- 
posal; thus far I have not re- 
ceived any opposing views.” 

According to Richard Scharf, 
athletic director, “we have mixed 


feelings about the proposed calen- 
dar. We can adjust our schedules; 
however, the suddenness of the* 
proposal will cause some diffi- 
culty.”

Steps Taken To Curb Deficit, Secure Stability 


By CHARLES MARTIN 

College officials this week out- 
lined steps Saint Joseph’s is tak-' 
ing to secure financial stability 
..and .reverse the . deficit spending 
trend that sent the college $317,000 
into the red during fiscal 1969-70. 

“We are on an austerity pro- 
gram but not a crash program,” 
Father Paul Wellman, vice-presi- 
dent for business affairs, said 
yesterday. 

Among the cuts are faculty 
sabbaticals, which are being sus- 
pended for one year and major 
capital expenditures for next year. 

The American Association of 
University Professors suggested 
a salary increase of seven percent 
for the faculty, however the in- 
crease here was five percent, ac- 
cording to Dr. Louis Gatto, vice 
president for academic affairs. 
“This still keeps us in the same 
salary . bracket of similar institu- 
tions.” 

The recent tuition increase mere- 
ly negates the cost of living in- 
crease. Father Wellman says the 
college cannot continue to raise 
its fees because of increasing 
costs, “we have to get outside 
help.” 

Basically the college receives no 
government aid. Justin Hall was 
built with aid from the last of the 
money the college received as a 
government loan. The government 


aids students with grants, guaran- 
teed loans, and pays 80 percent 
of the work '’study program here. 

Father Edward Joyce, vice pres- 
ident for public relations and de- 
"veloplrfeht^’is' “ **extf emely^pleased”” 
with the help of alumni, both 
financially and in other ways, such 
as student recruitment and public 
relations. He points out that while 
Indiana State University’s honor 
roll is much larger than ours, we 


still had twice the almuni donors. 

The Alumni Association has set 
a goal of $71,000 for its annual 
fund drive. “If they realize this 
goal, which we think they will, 
tKis will Be an~ increase of 120 
percent over the last three years. 
We have 3,334 alumni with de- 
grees from here since we received 
our accrediation in 1960,” says 
Father Joyce. 

* Father Wellman says that once 


the college returns to a budget 
that is running in the black, some 
capital expenditures Will be made. 

First on the list will be renova- 
t ion gf dormitories b egin ning with 
extensive remodeling of Drexel 
and Gaspar Halls. The next pro- 
ject is building a modern library, 
says Father Joyce.

Bill Holda’s column in last 
week’s issue of STUFF, “SJC’s 
Really Not . Catholic” prompted 
me to write this letter. 

It has to be the greatest shame 
in the world if the religious con- 
dition of Saint Joseph’s is as poor 
as Mr. Holda alleges.

If so many Saint Joseph’s stu- 
dents are not interested in their 
religion today, we must ask why 
not. Obviously, the world in which 
we live with its emphasis on sex- 
ual, financial, and every other 
kind of success except moral 
and religious success is in part to 
blame. Teachers in any field who 
weaken the faith of students and 
the Church’s hierarchy are cer- 
tainly guilty. The attitude that 
everything, including religious 
doctrine, has to be rationally un- 
derstood instead of spiritually be- 
lieved has done great damaged to 
students’ faith. But ultimately it 
is the vice of pride among stu- 
dents, faculty, and a skeptical 
world which has weakened the 
faith of so many. The faith and 
humility to accept Christ and His 
Church’s teachings are simply^re-- * 
fused by many and termed “irrel- 
evant.” 

I hope that we at Saint Joseph’s * 
are not as devoid of faith as Bill 
Holda claims. There are^many who 
do attend Mass and seem to pro-

The ohly 
Catholics are those persons who 
believe in and follow Christ and 
His Church’s teachings.
